PART I. 

Public Health in the District of Columbia During the Cal- 
endar Year 1915, with a Supplementary Statement Relat- 
ing to the First Six Months of the Calendar Year 1916. 

Detailed statistics of births, stillbirths, cases of reportable illness, 
and deaths are printed in the appendix, to which reference must be 
made for information not found in the body of this report. Here 
only a brief synopsis of such data is possible. 

POPULATION. 

A police census was taken during the fall of 1915, with the following 

result :

Upon the foregoing figures all birth rates, stillbirth rates, morbidity 
rates, and death rates are computed. 

GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES. 

The diminution in the death rate that has been continued since 
the calendar year 1896 was by unknown causes abruptly checked in 
the calendar year 1915. Deaths numbered 6,505 as against 5,866 
during the preceding year, and the death rate rose from 16.59 to 
18.18. The various factors that entered into this increase are dis- 
cussed on pages 11 to 16. Stillbirths diminished from 447 to 440, 
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the latter figure being the lowest yet recorded, which may be ac- 
counted for, in part at least, by the falling off in the number of births, 
from 7,130 to 7,067, the birth rate falling from 20.16 to 19.75. Details 
appear in the following table:

BIRTHS AND STILLBIRTHS. 



Birth rates. — Births and stillbirths together numbered 7,507, the 
natality being 21 per thousand, computed on the basis of the entire 
population. Of the children whose births or stillbirths were recorded, 
50 were of unknown race, representing bodies picked up on vacant 
lots and in other similar places, often in stages of more or less advanced 
decomposition, coming under the official notice of the coroner, and 
whose race could not be determined. Of the remaining children, 
5,027 were white and 2,430 were colored, the natality for the white 
race being 19.8 and that for the colored race being 24.6. None of 
these rates varied materially from those of the preceding year, as is 
shown in the following table:

1915, 440 were born dead, equivalent to 5.9 per cent. Of the 5 027 
white children, 155 were born dead, equivalent to 3.1 per cent ' Of 
the 2,430 colored, 235 were born dead, equivalent to 9.7 per cent 
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The corresponding stillbirth rates, and figures for comparison with 
preceding years, are embodied in the following table:

In view of the increasing resort to hospitals in cases of confinement, 
the following data are of interest. Surmises might be made as to the 
reasons for the greater frequency of stillbirths in hospital practice 
than in case of confinements at home, but in the absence of a full 
knowledge of the details of the situation, it is probably better not to 
guess. It is safe to say, however, that the apparent infrequency of 
stillbirths in the practices of midwives is due to the fact that in difficult 
cases of labor midwives call physicians to their aid, and then if the 
child is stillborn the case is reported by the physician and is not 
charged against the record of the midwife.

1 All stillbirths occurring in the practice of midwives are certified by the coroner, but he has ailed during 
the past year to distinguish between cases so attended and other cases among the 50 stillbirths certified by 
him. 



Illegitimacy. — Of the 7,507 births and stillbirths registered during 
the year, 670 were illegitimate, equivalent to 8.9 per cent. Illegiti- 
mate births and stillbirths of white children numbered 119, equiv- 
alent to 2.4 per cent of all births and stillbirths of white children. 
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The number reported among the colored race was 495, representing 
20.4 per cent of all. The natality for illegitimate children, computed 
upon the basis of the entire population, was 1.9 per 1,000. The cor- 
responding rate among the white population was 0.5 and among the 
colored population 5. Figures for comparison appear in the following 
table :

Birtlis in institutions and under the care of midwives. — The diminish- 
ing frequency of the employment of midwives in cases of confinement 
and the increasing resort to institutions at that time are shown in the 
following table. Only 604 live births, equivalent to 8.5 per cent of 
all, were reported by the 91 midwives now authorized to practice in 
the District. Even if due allowance be made for the death and retire- 
ment of a reasonable number of these midwives, the calling is appar- 
ently hardly to be considered to be a lucrative one or one that is likely 
to attract intelligent and ambitious women. From institutions, 2 467 
live births were reported, equivalent to 34.9 per cent of all. ' Still- 
births have been eliminated in presenting these figures, because in 
difficult cases of labor, when stillbirth is most likely to occur a mid- 
wife ordinarily calls in a physician, who thereupon assumes the burden 
of reporting the case, and if the physician does not arrive in time the 
midwife does not report the stillbirth directly, but only through the 
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coroner. The number of stillbirths properly chargeable to the prac- 
tice of midwives, therefore, is not accurately known. 

In 4,197 cases of confinement attended by physicians, in the homes 
of patients, there were 201 stillbirths, equivalent to 4.80 per cent. 
In 2,654 similar cases in hospitals, 187 stillbirths occurred, equivalent 
to 7.05. The exact significance of these figures can not be determined 
with the data now available.

STATISTICS OF ILLNESS AND DEATHS. 

General mortality. — Deaths numbered 6,505 in the calendar year 
1915, as compared with 5,866 during the preceding calendar year. 
•The death rate rose, therefore, from 16.59 to 18.18, or 9.6 per cent. 
This is the highest recorded death rate since the calendar year 1910. 

Careful inquiry has failed to reveal any cause for this increase. It 
affected the white and the colored race alike. No age period was 
exempt. No one disease or class of diseases was responsible. 

Among whites, deaths increased from 3,493 to 3,918, with a corre- 
sponding rise in the death rate from 13.64 to 15.13. Among colored, 
deaths increased from 2,373 to 2,587, and the rate from 24.31 to 
26.18. The white death rate is the highest since 1907, and the col- 
ored the highest since 1912. 

The increase in the number of deaths was not limited to any one 
age period. Deaths in the first year of life increased from 715 to 778 ; 
between 1 and 4 years, from 225 to 241 ; between 5 and 19 years, from 
295 to 315; between 20 and 69 years, 3,424 to 3,778, and at 70 years 
and over, from 1,207 to 1,393. Computed upon the number of 
reported births, the death rate in the first year of life rose from 100 
per thousand births to 110. 

Deaths from the diseases of middle and advanced life, sometimes 
called the degenerative diseases, showed an increase that was by far 
the most conspicuous feature of the year's record. Deaths from dis- 
eases of the heart increased from 757 to 853. Deaths from chronic 
inflammation of the kidneys increased from 588 to 613. From acute 
inflammation of the kidneys there were 77 deaths as compared with 
51 for the preceding year, an increase probably bearing some relation 
to the increase in the number of deaths reported from chronic kidney 
diseases. Apoplexy showed an increase from 419 to 457. Deaths 
from arteriosclerosis increased from 143 to 154. 
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Among acute diseases, pneumonia showed the most conspicuous 
increase, from 468 to 671. This was offset, to an almost negligible 
extent, by a decrease in the number of deaths due to bronchitis, from 
96 to 87, and in the number of deaths from pulmonary congestion, 
from 12 to 8. Tuberculosis of the lungs showed an increase from 611 
to 698, which was probably related to the increased mortality from 
pneumonia. 

Cancers caused 392 deaths as against 344 during the preceding year. 
Deaths from diarrheal diseases among children less than 2 years old 
rose from 142 to 167. 

Increases in deaths from communicable diseases were general, but 
deaths from these diseases do not now play a very important part in 
the general mortality of the community. Deaths caused by whoop- 
ing cough rose from 18 to 19; by measles, from 1 to 5; by epidemic 
cerebrospinal meningitis, from 5 to 6; and by scarlet fever, from 
1 to 8. Decreases occurred in deaths due to diphtheria, from 31 to 29, 
and in deaths due to typhoid fever, from 45 to 42. 

The increase in the number of deaths was not limited to disease 
processes but extended also to deaths from violence. Deaths from 
accidents increased from 215 to 227; from homicides, from 29 to 38; 
and from suicides, from 67 to 87. 

In a search for the cause of this considerable, widely distributed, 
and unexplained increase in the death rate, the census sheets delivered 
to this department by the major and superintendent of police were 
carefully examined, in the belief that it might be found that the 
increase was apparent rather than real, and due merely to some 
error in the determination of the total population. Some foundation 
for this belief existed in the extremely small reported increase in the 
population, one-half of 1 per cent, which hardly seemed consistent 
with the apparent growth of the District. These census sheets, in so 
far as the office work of them was concerned, were, however, found 
correct. The total population, the age, race, and sex distribution, and 
distribution by localities, were found to be consistent with previous 
censuses. Moreover, there was no increase in the birth rate and still- 
birth rate, such as might naturally be expected to appear had there 
been any considerable increase in the population, not shown by the 
census returns. Infant mortality, computed upon the basis of 
recorded births and not upon the basis of the enumerated population, 
showed an increase in keeping with the increase in the infant mortality 
rate if computed upon the enumerated population. The health 
department has been unable, therefore, to find any facts upon which 
to base an explanation of this increased mortality rate. But in view 
of its wide distribution throughout the entire range of causes of death 
and among both races and all age periods, it seems probable that the 
increase was apparent rather than real, and that it is based upon some 
discrepancy between the methods of enumerating the population in 
1913 and in 1915, possibly upon the fact that in the former year the 
enumeration was made about the 1st of May, while in the latter the 
enumeration was about the 1st of November. 

The supposition that this apparent sudden rise in the local death 
rate was in reality connected in some way with the method of circum- 
stances under which the population was enumerated in 1915 rather 
than upon any change in conditions directly affecting the death rate, 
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is supported, too, by the fact that in no other city, so far as has been 
observed, did any similar increase in mortality occur. This is shown 
by the following table collated from the records of the Division of 
Vital Statistics, United States Bureau of the Census.

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Mortality by age periods. — A statement of the distribution of deaths 
by age periods appears in the appendix. The particular age period 
upon which interest chiefly centers is just now the period of infancy. 
Unfortunately the death rate for this period rose during the calendar 
year 1915, along with the general increase in the mortality rate. 
Deaths increased from 715 to 778, and the death rate increased from 
100 to 110 per thousand reported births. Among the white popula- 
tion, deaths increased from 343 to 398, and the death rate rose from 
70 to 82. Among the colored, the number of deaths rose from 372 to 
380, with a corresponding rise in the death rate from 169 to 173. 

An important element in infant mortality is made up of the deaths 
occurring within the first day of life. In no other period of life are the 
chances of death so great. Unfortunately, no infant welfare work 
and none of the improvements of obstetrical methods during recent 
years has reduced the risks at this time. This is shown by the follow- 
ing table:

Deaths from the more important diseases. — The table printed below 
shows the causes of death that operated most potently during the 
calendar year 1915, with certain figures for comparison. It shows no 
material change in the relative importance of the several causes 
coming within the group. A comparison of the numbers of deaths 
and of the death rates for the years 1914 and 1915, show, however, 
how widely distributed was the increased mortality of the latter year. 
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Most potent causes of deaths in the District of Columbia, during the calendar years 1914 
and 1915, arranged in order of relative influence on the death rate in the latter year.

Notwithstanding the increase in the death rates for the calendar 
year 1915 as compared with those of the preceding year, the general 
downward trend of certain of the more important preventable diseases 
is shown. Upon comparing the average annual death rate for the 
five-year period 1906-1910 with the death rate for the calendar year 
1915, the following decreases are shown: Pulmonary tuberculosis 
from 222 to 195 ; prematurity, from 64 to 57; diarrhea among children 
under 2 years of age, from 91 to 47; diarrhea among persons 2 years 
old and more, from 20 to 16; and typhoid fever from 35 to 12. These 
decreases were offset by increases in death rates, as follows: Organic 
heart disease, from 169 to 204; pneumonia, from 163 to 188; Bright's 
disease, from 131 to 171 ; apoplexy, from 98 to 128; malignant growths, 
from 82 to 1 10 ; arteriosclerosis, from 25 to 43 ; endo and myo carditis, 
from 21 to 34 ; diabetes, from 12 to 20 ; and paresis, from 10 to 19. As 
has been stated in previous reports, there is a general tendency 
toward the decrease m deaths from the communicable diseases and 
diseases generally that are preventable by pubhc efforts, and a 
tendency toward the increase m deaths due to faulty personal habits, 
beyond the reach of government agencies except through education. 

Reportable diseases. — The extent to which each of the several 
reportable diseases prevailed during the calendar year 1915 and the 
percentage of fatalities and the death rate from each such disease, 
with corresponding figures for the preceding year are shown in the 
table following.

Deaths at the District woi-Jchouse, Occoquan, Va. — Six deaths 
occurred at the District workhouse at Occoquan, Va., during the 
calendar year 1915 from the following causes: Typhoid fever, 1; 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 1 ; acute nephritis, 1 ; and organic heart dis- 
ease, 3. As the average daily population was 634, the death rate per 
1,000 was 9.5. 



VITAL STATISTICS, JANUARY TO JUNE, INCLUSIVE, 1916. 

Births and stillbirths. — During the first half of the calendar year 
1916, 3,584 live births were reported, as against 3,525 reported during 
the corresponding part of the preceding year. Stillbirths in 1916 
numbered 201, against 219 in 1915. 

Illness and deaths. — It is to be regretted that the apparently high 
death rate that prevailed during the calendar year 1915 has continued 
through the first half of the calendar year 1916. In 1916, from Jan- 
uary to June, inclusive, 3,388 deaths were reported, substantially the 
same number as was reported during the corresponding period of the 
preceding year, 3,398. There was, however, a further increase in the 
death rate among the white population, 2,104 deaths having been 
recorded as compared with 2,035 during the preceding year. The 
death rate for the colored race showed, however, a material decrease 
the number of deaths reported during the first half of 1916 being but 
1,284 as compared with 1,363 during the first half of 1915. 

Deaths from violence have continued to increase during 1916, up to 
the close of the fiscal year, on June 30. Deaths from accidents and 
negligence increased from 104 to 108, and suicides from 43 to 51. 
Homicides decreased from 18 to 15, due to a diminution among the 
white race, from 6 to 2, homicides among the colored race having 
increased from 12 to 13. 

Among the several groups of deaths from natural causes there were 
several noteworthy decreases and several regrettable increases, 
but the high general death rate was due to a wide range of diseases 
and not to any few. Decreases occurred as follows : Pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, from 361 to 340; pneumonia, from 429 to 401; bronchitis 
from 60 to 46; and diarrheal disease among children less than 2 years 
old, from 28 to 23. Diphtheria, however, prevailed to a greater 
extent in 1916 than during the corresponding period of 1915, the 
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reported cases increasing from 141 to 356, and deaths from 7 to 20. 
Reported cases of measles increased from 1,645 to 2,156, but deaths 
decreased from 5 to 4. Reported cases of typhoid fever increased from 
71 to 82, and deaths rose from 12 to 17. Registered cases of whooping 
cough increased from 322 to 785, and deaths from 12 to 17. 

Scarlet fever was less prevalent than during the preceding year, 
only 309 cases having been registered, as compared with 604 during the 
earlier period, and deaths from this disease dropping from 8 to 6.

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A proclamation requiring the muzzling of all dogs running at large 
was issued by the commissioners on August 3, 1915, to take effect on 
August 10, 1915, and to continue for a period of one year. Such 
proclamations have been issued annually by the commissioners since 
1910. Rabies, however, continues to prevail, because of obstacles 
in the way of the rigid enforcement of the law. The greatest diffi- 
culty arises probably out of the impossibility of recognizing after the 
hours of daylight dogs that are without muzzles, unmuzzled dogs 
being practically free to run at large during that time. The only 
way of removing this source of danger is to forbid absolutely the 
running at large of any dog whatsoever after sunset and before sun- 
rise, or after twilight and before sunrise, so as to render it possible 
for the pound force to operate effectively during that period. Pre- 
vious recommendations for the enactment of legislation to accom- 
plish this result are renewed. 

PART II. 
Administration", 
supervision. 

In order to establish and maintain a closer supervision over the 
statistical work of the health department that work was segregated 
on October 25, 1915, from the general clerical service and placed 
under the immediate supervision of Dr. Albert C. Patterson, who 
had nominally been in charge of it since 1903, and who was made 
responsible directly to the health officer. At the same time the gen- 
eral nomenclature of the departmental organization was changed so 
as to provide for the distribution of the work of the department 
among five bureaus, as follows: Bureau of administration, bureau of 
vital statistics, bureau of sanitary inspection, bureau of food inspec- 
tion, and bureau of preventable diseases. These designations of 
branches of the health department's work are, of course, without 
force of law, and they have been adopted merely for the purpose of 
simplifying the organization of the department and facilitating the 
dispatch of business. 

BUREAU OF PREVENTABLE DISEASES. 

The work of the bureau of preventable diseases corresponds to the 
work of what was designated in the last annual report of this depart- 
ment as " medical service." Its organization and general method of 
administration remain the same as heretofore. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASE SERVICE. 

The following table suggests in a general way the amount and 
character of work done in the contagious-disease service during the 
fiscal year 1916, with corresponding data for the preceding fiscal 
year.

Smallpox hospital and quarantine station. — The smallpox hospital 
during the fiscal year 1916 cared for 8 patients. It was in active 
service on 80 calendar days, rendering 88 patient-days' service. Its 
maintenance and operation during the year cost approximately 
$2,335.21 . 

The quarantine station cared for 8 inmates during the fiscal year, 
was open 117 days, and rendered 123 inmate-days' service. The 
cost of maintenance and operation was approximately $1,889.04. 

Ambulance service. — The ambulance for patients suffering from the 
so-called minor contagious diseases carried during the year 494 
patients, on 232 days, at a cost of approximately $1,945.82. Patients 
taken to the smallpox hospital were removed in the ambulance 
maintained for that purpose or in some other vehicle in the service 
of the department, and not in the ambulance used generally for the 
removal of patients suffering from minor diseases. 

Organization:— The organization and administration of the con- 
tagious disease service has remained the same as heretofore reported. 

Cost of the contagious-disease service. — The following table shows 
the cost of the contagious-disease service during the fiscal year 1916, 
with corresponding figures for the preceding fiscal year. The amount 
provided by Congress for personal services necessary for the discharge 
of this branch of the health department's activities proved inadequate, 
as in previous years, and it became necessary to draw upon the 
emergency fund to the extent of $1,314.24.

The isolating wards at Garfield Memorial and Providence Hospitals 
were operated during the year under contracts between the District 
government and the institutions named, on the same basis as during 
the preceding year. Garfield Memorial Hospital, under the contract 
with it, received $4,000, payable in 12 equal monthly installments, 
for maintaining its isolating ward open at all times, ready to receive 
public and private patients, and in addition it received, up to the 
full limit of the appropriation, $1 a day for each patient sent there 
by the health officer for treatment at public expense. After the 
appropriation was exhausted, the hospital cared for such other 
patients as might be sent to it, without specific payment for such 
service. As the total appropriation was but $7,000, and $4,000 was 
paid for the maintenance of the isolating ward independent of the 
treatment of patients, there remained available for payment for the 
treatment of free patients, $3,000. As the total service rendered 
by the isolating wards to free patients during the fiscal year was 
6,582 patient days, the hospital rendered 3,582 patient-days' service 
for persons sent to the institution by public authority, for which the 
hospital received no specific payment. 

The contract with Providence Hospital for the maintenance of 
its isolating ward was similar to the contract with Garfield Memorial 
Hospital, except that the basic payment for the maintenance of the 
isolating ward in a condition ready for the admission of patients, 
public and private, was but $3,000, the difference being due to the 
fact that the isolating ward at Providence Hospital comprises but one 
building, and ordinarily receives but one class of patients, while the 
isolating wards at Garfield Memorial Hospital occupy three buildings 
and care for a wide range of cases. As the amount appropriated by 
Congress for the maintenance of the isolating ward at Providence 
Hospital was but $5,000, there remained available for payment on a 

Eer diem basis for patients sent there for treatment at public expense 
ut $2,000. As the total number of hospital days rendered to patients 
sent to the institution for treatment at public expense was 2 701 
Providence Hospital rendered during the year 701 patient-day's 
service for patients sent to the institution by the health officer for 
which the institution received no specific compensation. 

For repairs and improvements to the isolating wards at Garfield 
Memorial Hospital there was provided in the sundry civil bill ap- 
proved July 1, 1916, $5,500. This appropriation will enable the 
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institution to make during the coming year much needed repairs and 
improvements. 

Disinfecting service. — There were disinfected during the fiscal year 
1916, 2,041 premises, and 1,396 articles were removed from such 
premises to the disinfecting station for disinfection. The total cost 
of the service was $5,985.55. The health department still has under 
consideration the matter of limiting, and of possibly discontinuing, 
terminal fumigation. 

Under the provisions of the regulations for the control of disin- 
fecting and fumigating, promulgated by the commissioners under 
date of April 2, 1915, two persons have registered as engaged com- 
mercially in the business of disinfecting. Four permits have been 
issued for the fumigation of premises by the use of cyanide gas. 

Public crematorium. — During the fiscal year 1916, 569 bodies were 
burned at the public crematorium — 150 adults, 161 infants, and 258 
stillborn babies. The crematorium was in active operation on 116 
days. Cremations are by means of an oil furnace, the total amount 
of oil consumed during the year having been 3,070 gallons. The 
total cost of maintenance and operation during the year was $1,824.17, 
but as $965 was collected for cremations at private expense, the net 
cost to the government of maintenance and operation was $859.17. 
The crematorium, as heretofore reported, is in need of extensive re- 
pairs, according to a report from the municipal architect. 

Bacteriological laboratory. — In the bacteriological laboratory, 17,255 
specimens were examined during the fiscal year 1916. The nature of 
these examinations, with an analysis of the findings, is stated in the 
following table. The total cost of ordinary maintenance and opera- 
tion during the year was $6,801.27.

In order that the bacteriological laboratory may serve the public 
to the best possible advantage, it should be enlarged and the scope of 
its work extended so as to permit laboratory examinations to be made 
to determine the presence or absence of syphilis and gonorrhoea, 
without cost to the patient. It should be so organized and equipped, 
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too, as to enable it to make as circumstances warrant vaccines, 
antitoxic serums, etc., for free distribution. An additional bacteriolo- 
gist should be provided so as to enable the department to do in the 
country where the milk is produced a part of its bacteriological work 
relating to milk and the water supplies of dairy farms, so as to demon- 
strate for the information of milk producers approved methods of 
milk production and handling, designed to prevent the contamination 
of the milk by the bacteria of disease and by the organisms that 
hasten its decomposition. 

BUREAU OF FOOD INSPECTION. 

The organization and general method of procedure of the food- 
inspection service underwent no change during the fiscal year 1916. 

Inspection of perishable foodstuff's. — The number and kind of food 
producing and vending establishments in the District of Columbia, 
exclusive of dairy farms and dairies, during the fiscal year 1916 is 
shown in the following table, with corresponding data for the 
preceding fiscal year:

Inspections of the establishments covered by the foregoing table, 
by the six inspectors assigned to such work, numbered 49,978. On 
an average, 163 places were visited each day, or approximately 27 by 
each inspector. An important part of the work of this service is the 
condemnation of perishable foodstuffs. A detailed statement of the 
amount and kind of foodstuffs condemned appears on pages 73 to 75. 
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The total cost of this service is $6,703.87, exclusive of undistributed 
cost of supervision. 

With a view to preventing the spread of communicable diseases, 
and in order to obtain, if possible, decency in public eating and 
drinking establishments with respect to the use of drinking cups and 
other similar articles used in such places by the community generally, 
the commissioners, under date of December 3, 1915, promulgated 
certain regulations to govern the common use of drinking cups and 
the common use of certain table and toilet articles. These regulations 
are printed on pages 86 to 88 in the appendix. There were the usual 
protests r gainst the alleged impracticability of sterilizing such 
articles after each use, notwithstanding repeated demonstrations 
made by the health department of the feasibility of so doing. As a 
result of these protests the health officer was instructed by the 
commissioners to make no prosecutions under these regulations 
pending further investigations. The matter remained in this condi- 
tion at the close of the fiscal year. 

One hundred and forty-six prosecutions were instituted during the 
fiscal year against the proprietors or managers of grocery stores, 
lunchrooms, and similar establishments, for unclean conditions of 
premises, sales of unwholesome food, or other violations of regula- 
tions, and a considerable number were pending when the year began. 
One hundred and eleven such cases were disposed of during this 
period, as follows: Nolle prosequi was entered in 10 cases, 6 dis- 
missed, personal bonds were accepted in 5 cases, fines aggregating 
$268 were imposed in 37 cases, and forfeitures amounting to $301 
were accepted in 53 cases. One hundred cases were still pending at 
the close of the year. 

Inspection of slaughterhouses. — The 21 slaughterhouses under 
inspection in the District were visited during the fiscal year 1916 
307 times, and 51 cattle, 707 sheep, 887 calves, and 79 nogs were 
examined. The carcass of one of the cattle was found unfit for food 
and was condemned. These figures do not cover the larger slaughter- 
houses, engaged in interstate as well as local commerce, the inspec- 
tion of which is left to the United States Bureau of Animal Industry. 

The inspection of slaughterhouses is done by the inspectors engaged 
generally in the inspection of dairy farms and in the control of con- 
tagious diseases of animals, and the cost of one service can not be 
segregated from that of the others. 

Supervision of dairy farms. — Between June 30, 1915, and June 30, 
1916, the number of registered dairy farms shipping milk into the 
District of Columbia, or producing milk within the District for sale, 
rose from 1,161 to 1,236, and the number of cattle on such farms rose 
from 18,400 to 21,044. There was an increased frequency of tuber- 
culin testing, 15,199 cattle having been tested during the year, as 
compared with 10,069 during the preceding year. Of cattle tested in 
1916, only 4.05 per cent definitely reacted to the test or were classed 
as suspicious, as compared with 9.18 per cent in 1915. Inspections 
of dairy farms numbered 4,183, the average frequency of inspection 
of each farm during the year being 3.38 times. Inspections of indi- 
vidual cattle numbered 66,135, the average frequency of inspection 
of each animal being 3.14 times during the year. The details of this 
work are set forth in the accompanying table. Owing to distances 
traveled in the inspection of dairy farms, and in delays necessarily 
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incident to the service, the average number of farms inspected by 
each inspector a day was but 2.28.

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The number of inspectors assigned to the inspection of dairy farms 
during the year was but six, and the time devoted by them to the 
dairy farm service was encroached upon by the time devoted to the 
inspection of slaughterhouses and to the control of communicable 
diseases of animals generally. There has been no increase in this 
force since 1907, notwithstanding the fact that the number of dairy 
farms under observation has in the meanwhile increased from 904 to 
1,236, and the number of cattle from 16,172 to 21,044. The cost of 
the inspection of dairy farms can not be segregated from the cost of 
the inspection of slaughterhouses and from the cost of the work done 
by the department looking toward the prevention of communicable 
diseases among domestic animals. The cost of the entire service 
during the fiscal year 1916 was approximately $9,866.32. 

Supervision of dairies and milk shops. — The decrease in the number 
of persons registered as maintaining dairies in the District of Columbia, 
exclusive of those persons who distribute only such milk as is pro- 
duced on their own farms, which has been heretofore noted, continued 
during the fiscal year 1916. At the beginning of the year there were 1 
46 such establishments, while at the end there were but 33. Inspec- 
tions of dairies during the year numbered 512, the average frequency 
of inspection of each establishment having been 15.51. Inspections 
of this character are made by an inspector who has other duties also 
to perform, and the cost of this particular branch of the food inspec- 
tion service can not be segregated with sufficient accuracy to justify 
any statement concerning it.

The best efforts of the health department to procure the prosecu- 
tion of persons selling milk of low grade, but which has been neither 
skimmed nor watered, under the act entitled "An act relating to the 
adulteration of foods and drugs in the District of Columbia/' ap- 
proved February 17, 1898, have proved unavailing. The Federal 
food and drug act of June 30, 1906, does not clearly prescribe any 
penalty for such sales, and the exact relation of that act to the food 
and drug supply to the District of Columbia is now under investiga- 
tion by the United States Supreme Court, and the work of the health 
department has been seriously hampered as a result.

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It has been impracticable to make any use of the bacteriological 
examinations of milk and cream given in the past year, except for 
educational purposes, because the prosecution by this department, 
based upon bacterial counts, instituted under the Federal food and 
drugs act of June 30, 1906, is still pending in the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The grading of milk. — The grade of milk sold by each milk dealer 
distributing milk at retail in the District during the fiscal year 1916, 
computed according to the method reported by this department in 
its annual report for the fiscal year 1913, appears on page 85. The 
health department will not hereafter recognize any grades of milk 
as " special" until the meaning of the word is fixed by law, but will 
look upon the word merely as a brand placed upon the cap by any 
particular dealer, the value of which depends solely upon the intel- 
ligence and honesty of that dealer. Investigations by the health 
department appear to make it certain that at least some of the milk 
sold as " special" milk is in no way better than ordinary market milk, 
and in many instances is worse, notwithstanding the fact that the 
customer is charged a higher price for the milk marked " special" 
than for the ordinary article. 

Legislation with respect to the miTk supply. — Previous recommenda- 
tions for the enactment of a law to govern the production and sale of 
milk in and for the District better than does the present law are 
renewed. Such a law should provide specifically for the control of 
pasteurization, for a temperature standard for milk, for bacterial 
standards, and for the grading of milk. Either by law or by regu- 
lation milk dealers who own milk cans and bottles should be better 
protected in the use of such containers than they are at present, 
and the actual sterilization of all such containers and of all milk 
utensils after each use should be made compulsory. 

Chemical control of foods other than milk and cream. — Of foods other 
than milk and cream there were examined chemically during the 
fiscal year 1916, 481 samples. Of these, 32 were found adulterated. 
A detailed statement showing the nature of these analyses and the 
number and results in each class appears on pages 61 to 62 in the 
report of the chemist. 

Twenty-eight cases were referred to the corporation counsel for 
prosecution. The net result of the year's work, however, has been 
to have pleas of nolle prosequi entered in two cases. Aside from 
these two cases, all prosecutions instituted this year, as well as those 
pending at the beginning of the year, remain unacted upon. 

Chemical control of drugs. — In connection with the enforcement of 
the food and drugs law, 52 samples of drugs were examined, of which 
5 were found adulterated. Prosecutions were instituted in 1 case, 
which is still pending. A detailed statement concerning this work 
appears on pages 63 to 64 in the report of the chemist. 

Inspection of flour. — Heretofore the health officer has recommended 
the repeal of the act providing specially for the inspection of flour in 
the District of Columbia, entitled "An act regulating the inspection 
of flour in the District of Columbia, " approved December 21, 1898 
(30 Stat., 765). In view, however, of the growing tendency to estab- 
lish commercial grades of foodstuffs by law, which was what the act 
named undertook to accomplish, as distinguished from standards 
merely of purity and wholesomeness, it is deemed best that this 
subject receive further study before recommending action. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

The work of this laboratory is intimately related to the work of the 
bureau of preventable diseases and the bureau of food inspection and 
has been discussed in connection with both. See pages 21 to 27. 

CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 

r rhe work of the chemical laboratory in so far as it relates to the 
enforcement of the laws and regulations for the protection of the 
food and drug supply has already been described. See page 27. In 
addition to such work, however, much miscellaneous work is done, 
including a considerable number of analyses for the police department 
and the purchasing officer. The total number of miscellaneous 
analyses was 355, including 160 analyses of samples of water. Fifty 
analyses were made for the police department and 17 for the pur- 
chasing officer. Details concerning these examinations are set forth 
in the report of the chemist. See pages 59 to 66. 

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

The organization of the sanitary inspection service, now known as 
the bureau of sanitary inspection, remains the same as during last 
year. 

General nuisance inspection. — Complaints were acted on during the 
year numbering 7,069, a daily average of 22.9, and a daily average 
per inspector of 2.8. These complaints required 9,226 inspections. 
House-to-house inspections, independent of complaints, numbered 
6,279. Reinspections numbered 16,005. Calls for the sole purpose of 
serving notices in one inspection district for the abatement of nui- 
sances in other such districts numbered 2, 196. Calls necessarily made 
for the purpose of obtaining information, other than calls made for 
purposes of inspection or service of notices, numbered 15,605. Calls 
incident to the inspection of barber shops, stables, privies, laundries, 
and other places listed for special inspections, are not included in the 
figures given above. The total number of all calls, including these, 
was 56,191. 

Violations of sanitary laws and regulations were found in 11,119 
instances, but in 10,698 the objectionable conditions were corrected 
prior to the close of the fiscal year. Cases awaiting action at the 
close of the year numbered 421. 

Prosecutions were instituted against 185 persons, charging viola- 
tions of the laws and regulations relating to public health. The 
results were as follows: Nolle prosequi was entered in 113 cases, 7 
cases were dismissed, personal bonds were taken in 28 cases, collat- 
erals were forfeited in 2 cases, and fines were imposed in 10 cases. 
There were 25 cases pending at the close of the year. Fines and col- 
laterals collected during the year amounted to $54. The time spent 
by inspectors in the police court amounted to 35.75 working days. 

The system so often complained of by this department, and for the 
discontinuance of which it has so often asked, still continues: that 
is, the practice of entering the plea of nolle prosequi in cases in which 
the defendant defers abating the nuisance until after the expiration 
of the time allowed by the health officer for so doing, and even after 
the service of warrant from the police court. The practice is equiva- 
lent to conmvance at willful violation of law, at the expense of the 
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law-abiding citizen and for the advantage of the lawbreaker. If 
prosecutions are not to be carried to their logical conclusions the same 
results that are now attained could be accomplished much more 
promptly, efficiently, and cheaply by a direct appropriation from the 
public treasury for the abatement of nuisances on private property 
in every case in which the property owner shows any evidence of 
being recalcitrant. 

Notices under the assessment system were served in 233 instances 
on nonresident owners for the abatement of nuisances on property 
belonging to them. In all but six cases such nuisances were abated 
by the owners without the necessity for further action by the health 
department. In the six cases in which the owners did not abate the 
nuisances the necessary work was done at public expense, costing 
$50.20, and the cost was assessed against the property upon which 
the nuisances had existed. 

Printing offices. — Special attention was given during the fiscal year 
1916 to the improvement of sanitary conditions in the printing 
offices of the District. Inspections numbered 394, the average fre- 
quency of inspection of each place being 3.5 times during the year. 
Melting pots connected with typesetting machines have been piped, 
better natural light has been provided, common drinking cups and 
towels have been dispensed with, and in many instances there has 
been a noticeable improvement in the condition of basements, walls, 
and ceilings. Plans are being made for the continuance of this work 
and for its extension to other trades and callings. 

Registration of stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and 
pigeon houses, and sewage-disposal systems. — The number of stables, 
barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon houses, and sewage- 
disposal systems registered at the close of the fiscal ye&r 1916, and the 
movements of such registrations during the year is shown in the 
following table:

Smoke inspection. — The total number of plants under inspection by 
the smoke inspector during the fiscal year 1916 was 413. Observa- 
tions numbered 8,173, and 1,286 violations of the smoke law were 
reported. Forty-two cases were referred to the corporation counsel 
for prosecution and disposed of as follows: In 21 cases fines were 
imposed or collaterals forfeited, personal bonds were taken in 12 
cases, and in 5 cases nolle prosequi was entered. Six cases were 
pending at the close of the year. Fines and forfeited collaterals 
amounted to $260. It is unfortunate that the practice of taking 
personal bonds in cases of violations of the smoke law has been begun, 
for it is to be feared that it marks the beginning of the emasculation 
of the law by judicial procedure. 
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Enforcement of the weed law. — Recommendations heretofore made 
for the enforcement of the weed law, either in its present form or in 
some modified form, are renewed. The existence of the law on the 
statute books in the absence of means for its enforcement leads con- 
tinually to misunderstandings on the part of citizens and to unjust 
criticisms of the District government, especially of the health depart- 
ment. 

Private hospitals and asylums. — During the fiscal year 1916 one 
license was granted to maintain a private hospital for human beings. 
The license of one private hospital for human beings was canceled, 
the corporation having been dissolved by order of the court. The 
license of another was revoked by the commissioners, but an appeal 
was taken, and the case is now pending in the court of appeals. The 
license of one private hospital for domestic animals was revoked by 
the commissioners. At the close of the year there were 26 licenses 
outstanding for private hospitals and asylums for human beings and 
10 private hospitals for domestic animals. A list of these licensed 
• establishments is printed on nage 84. 

Special duties of the sanitary-inspection force. — A considerable 
amount of time is still necessarily devoted by sanitary inspectors to 
work properly belonging to the contagious-disease service. This is 
manifestly unjust, in view of the fact that sanitary inspectors work a 
considerable amount of overtime, being unable to perform even the 
work properly pertaining to the sanitary-inspection service within the 
hours of duty prescribed by the commissioners for employees in the 
employ of the District government and by Congress for Federal em- 
ployees. The amount of overtime worked by sanitary inspectors, ex- 
clusive of the supervising inspector, during the fiscal year 1916 was 
equal to 178 working days. 

Cost of bureau of sanitary inspection. — The approximate cost of the 
sanitary-inspection service during the year, exclusive of smoke 
inspection, was $12,838.41. The approximate cost of the smoke- 
inspection service was $1,249.63. 

EIGHT-HOUR LAW FOR FEMALES. 

Establishments coming within the purview of the law regulating 
the hours of labor of females in the District of Columbia, registered 
at the close of the fiscal year 1916, numbered 1,830. Of these estab- 
lishments 9,260 inspections were made on the initiative of inspectors 
and 177 inspections on the basis of complaints. Prosecutions were 
instituted in 23 cases. Fines were paid or collaterals forfeited in 10 
cases during the year, fines and collaterals collected amounting to 
$185. Personal bonds were taken in 3 cases, nolle prosequi Vas 
entered in 3 cases, and 5 cases were dismissed. Eight cases were 
pending at the close of the year. The delay experienced in getting 
cases tried by the police court and disposed of is the source of con- 
siderable embarrassment to the health department. 

The case of Susan H. Hotchkiss v. District of Columbia, pending in 
the court of appeals at the beginning of the year, was decided" on 
November 1, 1915 (40 D. C. Appeals, 44) in favor of the District of 
Columbia. In brief the court decided: 

1. A dressmaker conducts a "manufacturing," although not a "mercantile," estab- 
lishment within the meaning of the act of Congress of February 24, 1914, known as 
the eight-hour law, and which prohibits the employment of any female in any " manu- 
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factoring" or "mercantile" establishment for more than eight hours in any one day, 
when she conducts her business in the second floor of her residence, where she has 
five sewing machines used in making dresses; employs for the work from 5 to 10 girls; 
keeps on hand bolts of dress goods and other material from which dresses are made; 
makes dresses for customers who in some instances furnish their own material complete, 
while in other instances they provide no part of the material; buys dress goods from 
traveling salesmen; makes stock dresses for sale outside of the District by her sister, 
who returns those unsold to be made over; and has a sign outside of her establishment 
conlaining her name and the words "Gowns. Importer." 

2. Manufacture may be defined to consist not alone of converting raw material into 
the manufactured article, but of converting a manufactured article into a different 
product. 

3. A mercantile establishment is a place where the buying and selling of articles 
of merchandise is conducted, and the conducting of such an establishment implies 
operations conducted with the view of realizing the profit which comes from skillful 
purchase, barter, speculation, and sale. 

The cost of enforcing the eight-hour law for females during the 
year amounted to $4,610, exclusive of the undistributed cost of super- 
vision. Three inspectors and one clerk are provided for this work. 

THE POUND SERVICE. 

The total number of animals that passed through the pound during 
the fiscal year 1916 was 6,892, of which 2,973 were dogs, 3,913 cats, 
5 horses, and 1 coyote. 

Of the dogs 1,712 were captured while running at large in violation 
of law, and the remainder were surrendered for destruction or quar- 
antine by their owners or by persons having custody of them. 

Of the dogs captured while unlawfully running at large 181 were 
tagged but not muzzled, 6 muzzled but not tagged, and 1,525 neither 
tagged nor muzzled. Impounded dogs were disposed of as follows: 
Killed, 2,422; redeemed, 360; sold, 163; and returned to owners 
without fee after quarantine, 11. 

There was collected through the activities of the pound service 
during the fiscal year 1916, $951, as follows: Fees, $732; sales, $210; 
reimbursement for food, $9. The total cost of maintaining and oper- 
ating the pound service during the fiscal year 1916 was $4,469.85. 
The net cost of the service was therefore $3,518.85. 

It is greatly to be regretted that all efforts to improve the pound serv- 
ice through the addition of an assistant poundmaster to the force, 
and to provide for the safeguarding of the pound and stable at night 
through a watchman provided for that purpose, have failed. Recom- 
mendations heretofore made with respect to these additions to the 
pound force are renewed. 

By reason of the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia, a detailed statement of which appears on page 17, the 
commissioners, August 3, 1915, again issued a proclamation requiring 
the muzzling of all dogs running at large during the year beginning 
August 10, 1915. 

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 

The bureau of administration is charged with the supervision and 
maintenance of the correspondence and files of the health depart- 
ment and with the general duty of bookkeeping and property ac- 
counting. The work of the bureau during the past year nas been 
very largely increased by reason of the adoption of the flat-filing 
system and of new methods of property accounting. 
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Correspondence and files. — There were received by the health 
department during the fiscal year 1916, 10,146 letters and 3,588 
oral complaints. Letters sent out by the department numbered 
10,340. Special reports filed by employees numbered 1,299. 

The organization of the clerical force for the execution of the work 
incident to the proper maintenance of the correspondence and files 
remained as during the preceding year. The total cost of the service 
during the year was approximately $11,457.79. 

BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

The work of the department pertaining to the registration of 
births, stillbirths, and deaths, and the compilation of statistics based 
thereon, was segregated from the general clerical work of the depart- 
ment in order to obtain greater dispatch and efficiency in its exe- 
cution. For convenience of office organization the officers and 
employees and that part of the department's records and parapher- 
nalia pertaining to this work have been designated as the bureau 
of vital statistics. The bureau has been placed in charge of Dr. 
Albert C. Patterson, who has nominally been in charge of such work 
since 1903. 

Registration of births, stillbirths, and deaths. — By the bureau of 
vital statistics there were recorded during the year 6,495 deaths that 
occurred in the District of Columbia, and 595 deaths of persons 
whose bodies were brought into the District of Columbia to be dis- 
posed of. Birth certificates numbering 7,224, and stillbirth certifi- 
cates numbering 425 were received and duly entered on the records 
of the department. It is hoped that with the further development 
of the bureau of vital statistics it will be possible to assign to it at 
east the statistical study of all reported cases of communicable and 
other diseases; that is, the cases that recover as well as the cases 
that terminate fatally. 

Transcripts from records. — The appended statement shows the 
number and character of the transcripts from the records of births, 
stillbirths, deaths, and marriages issued during the year, with the 
names of the officers and government agencies generally to whom 
transcripts have been issued without payment of fees.

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Registration of physicians, dentists, undertakers, and midvnves. — 
The registration of physicians, undertakers, and midwives is so 
intimately connected with the registration of deaths and births, and 
with the issue and return of burial permits, that the custody of the 
registers pertaining to these classes was naturally intrusted to the 
bureau of vital statistics. The similar register pertaining to dentists 
was therefore also given over to that branch of the department.

Cemeteries and crematories. — There was no change in the number or 
location of the cemeteries and crematories in the District during the 
fiscal year 1916. 

Permit and complaint office. — As an office for the issue of burial and 
removal permits, under the bureau of vital statistics, has to be kept 
open from 9 o'clock a. m. until 11 o'clock p. m. every day in the year, 
the duty of receiving and entering oral and telephonic complaints of 
all kinds has been assigned to that office, for the convenience of the 
public and of the department. The work, of course, has nothing to 
do directly with the registration of vital statistics. The number of 
oral complaints received and entered during the fiscal year 1916 was 
3,588. 

Cost. — The cost of maintaining and operating the bureau of vital 
statistics during the year was approximately $5,102.85. Fees for the 
issue of transcripts amounted to $514. Tne net cost of the bureau 
during the year was therefore $4,588.85. 

LEGISLATION. 

The following laws, regulations, and general orders of the com- 
missioners pertaining to the work of the health department, were 
enacted or promulgated during the fiscal year 1916: 

A proclamation of the commissioners, dated August 3, 1915, requir- 
ing all dogs in the District of Columbia to be muzzled while running 
at large, for one year from August 10, 1916. 

Regulations promulgated December 3, 1915, to govern the common 
use of drinking cups, towels, and similar articles, and certain table 
and toilet articles m the District of Columbia.

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PERSONNEL. 

Dr. Robert L. Lynch, chemist, health department, died on March 
26, 1916, and Mr. Morris A. Pozen was appointed to succeed him. 
Dr. Lynch had served the department since 1899, and had served in 
the capacity of chemist for the department since 1905. His work 
was faithfully and well done, and in his death the department sus- 
tained a distinct loss. 

The general work and spirit of the officers and employees in the 
service of the health department during the period covered by this 
report has been excellent. That it should continue so year after year 
is evidence of the character of the men and women in the service, and 
is not to be attributed to anything that the District government does 
for them to hold their interest and loyalty or to stimulate their 
energy. Underpayment for services rendered is the rule rather than 
the exception, and yet there is probably no other branch of the 
District government in which the officers and employees devote, 
without complaint, so much extra time to the discharge of their 
duties. No provision is made for longevity pay, and as a matter of 
fact the officers and employees continue in service only through the 
good will of the commissioners and not because of any security of 
tenure afforded them by law. No provision is made for their retire- 
, ment when worn out in the line of duty, nor is any provision made 
even for retirement on pensions if disabled in that manner. On the 
whole, I believe that the District government is fortunate in having 
in its service such a corps of men, especially in view of the absence of 
any substantial evidence of interest in their welfare on the part of 
the government such as will enable them better to provide for them- 
selves and their families now. and to look forward with greater 
equanimity to that time when they are no longer able to support 
themselves by daily toil.

REPORT OF CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. , 

October 6, 1916. 

Dr. William C. Woodward, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 
Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1916, of work done in the contagious- 
disease service, disinfecting service, and the public crematorium. 
The figures relating to administrative matters cover the fiscal year 
named. Those relating to morbidity and mortality cover primarily 
the calendar year 1915, out these are supplemented by figures covering 
the first half of the calendar year 1916. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 

Figures showing the prevalence and fatality of each of the report- 
able diseases will t>e found on page 42. There was a decrease in the 
number of reported cases of smallpox, chicken pox, epidemic cere- 
brospinal meningitis and anterior poliomyelitis and an increase of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping cough, typhoid fever, 
pellagra, and tuberculosis. 

Diphtheria. — During the calendar year 1915, 644 cases of diph- 
theria were reported, with 28 deaths, as against 452 cases and 31 
deaths in the preceding year. Eight institutional outbreaks occurred 
as follows, a very large percentage of cases reported being, however, 
carrier cases :

i The outbreak had not entirely ceased at close of calendar year. 

Much might be done to prevent outbreaks of diphtheria in institu- 
tions if those in charge w T ould make a practice of taking cultures 
from all new patients upon their admission, and pending the ex- 
amination of such culture to isolate such patients. Should they be 
found to be carriers of diphtheria bacilli, that fact would be discovered 
before much harm could result. 

On two or more previous occasions I recommended that the regula- 
tions now in force for preventing the spread of diphtheria be amended 
so as to require persons residing in houses where diphtheria exists to 
have cultures taken from their throats as soon as practicable after 
the cases are discovered. It is believed that the prompt taking of 
cultures from all members of households in which diphtheria is found 
to exist, will in many cases lead to the discovery oi "carrier cases" 
and immediate steps can then be taken to isolate such persons. I 
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recommended also that the last culture taken from a person suffering 
from diphtheria, with a view to releasing him from quarantine, be 
taken by a medical inspector of the health department. 

The adoption of these recommendations, it is believed, will aid in 
preventing the spread of diphtheria in this District, and I again 
renew my former recommendation. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1916, 356 cases of diphtheria, with 19 
deaths, were reported, as against 141 cases with 6 deaths for the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year. It will be observed that not 
only did the number of cases increase, but the percentage of fatalities 
also from 4.3 in 1915 to 5.4 in 1916. 

During the calendar year 1915, 8,283 cultures were submitted for 
examination to determine the presence or absence of diphtheria 
bacilli. Of these, 6,001 were primary cultures, and of this number 
557, or 9.3 per cent, were found to be positive. 

Scarlet fever. — During thecalendar year 1915, 794cases of scarletfevre 
with 8 deaths were reported, an increase of 483 cases and 7 deaths 
over last year. The percentage of deaths to cases rose from 0.3 to 1. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1916, 309 cases and 6 deaths were re- 
ported, as against 625 cases and 8 deaths for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. 

Typhoid fever. — The number of cases of typhoid fever reported from 
January 1 to December 31, 1915, was 359, an increase of 19 cases 
over the preceding year. Forty-two cases, or 11.7 per cent, termi- 
nated fatally, the percentage of fatalities during the preceding year 
having been 13 per cent. The increase in the cases reported in 1915 
was disappointing. For a number of years there had been a steady 
decline, and why this increase occurred I am unable to explain. There 
was no milk or institutional outbreak noted during the year. 

Provision should be made whereby the health department might 
giye antityphoid treatment to such persons as may apply for it, but 
with the present limited appropriation available for its work this can 
not be done. The limitation on the amount that can be expended 
for personal services, contained in the contagious-disease appropria- 
tion, prevents the department from availing itself of the authority 
given it at the last session of Congress to carry on this work. Unless 
Congress will remove the limitation for personal services in the con- 
tagious disease appropriation the service can hardly hope to do more 
than at the present time in its efforts to prevent the spread of typhoid 
fever. With a more liberal appropriation for the contagious-disease 
service the department could send competent inspectors or trained 
nurses into houses where cases of typhoid fever exist, to encourage 
and require better compliance with the regulations relating to 
isolation and disinfection, which up to the present time it has* not 
been able to do. It is earnestly hoped that fuiids may be made 
available to enable the department to do this important work.

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The source of water supply used by these patients was as follows: 



In only 13.9 per cent of the cases in which information was obtain- 
able were the premises well screened, 3.6 per cent had eaten raw 
oysters, 22.6 per cent had eaten raw vegetables, and 3.6 per cent had 
bathed in the river and other public bathing places within the ordi- 
nary period of incubation. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1916, 91 cases of typhoid fever were 
reported, with 16 deaths, as against 70 cases and 12 deaths for the 
corresponding period of last year. There was an increase of 21 
reported cases and the percentage of deaths to cases increased from 
17 in 1915 to 17.6 in 1916. 

Smallpox. — From January 1 to December 31, 1915, 15 cases of 
smallpox were reported, all of which recovered. These figures show 
a large decrease from the previous year, when 150 cases were reported. 
During the first six months of 1916, only 1 case was reported. 

During the fiscal year 1916 the smallpox hospital was open 80 days 
and 8 patients were treated, the total number of patient days being 
88. The average number of patients per day during the period when 
the hospital was in active quarantine was 1.1 and for the year 0.2. 
The average days per patient was 11. The vaccination histories 
obtained from the patients treated were as follows:

The quarantine station was open 117 days during the fiscal year, 
during which time 8 persons were admitted. The total number of 
inmate days was 1 23 and the average number of inmates per day for 
the period when the quarantine station was in active operation was 
1.05 and for the year 0.3. The average number of days per inmate 
was 15.4. 

During the fiscal year just closed the smallpox hospital and admin- 
istration building were painted both inside and outside. The old 
style plumbing fixtures located in these buildings were removed and 
replaced with a modern type of fixtures. The buildings are now in 
good condition. The quarantine station is badly in need of painting 
inside and outside, but no funds will be available to have this work 
done until the appropriation bill now pending in Congress is passed. 

}Yhooping cough. — During the calendar year 1915, 674 cases of 
whooping cough were reported, with 19 deaths, as against 537 cases 
and 18 deaths during the previous year. 

In April, 1916, an epidemic of whooping cough began, which has 
continued practically unabated to the time of writing this report 
(Aug. 15, 1916) and has resulted in the report of 1,378 cases. Many 
cases of whooping cough, I believe, are never reported to the health 
department. The recent epidemic has shown that many parents do 
not employ physicians to treat their children, and not knowing that

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in the absence of physicians they themselves are required by law to 
report the cases they fail to do so. Many parents allow their children 
to run at large, also in violation of existing regulations. It is not pos- 
sible for the health department to keep a very close super vi vision over 
these cases, owing to the limited force at its disposal, and, as stated 
before in this report, it can not hope to do more until sufficient funds 
are provided for the employment of additional inspectors. 

Tuberculosis. — From January 1 to December 31, 1915, 1,095 cases 
of tuberculosis were reported, with 734 deaths, and during the previous 
year 1,057 cases and 652 deaths. 

During the first six months of the calendar year 1916, 560 cases and 
353 deaths were reported, as against 610 cases and 386 deaths for the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 

In my report of last year I called attention to the fact that th e act 
relating to tuberculosis in the District of Columbia requires premises 
vacated by persons suffering from the communicable form of that 
disease to be properly disinfected before being occupied by persons 
not suffering from the same disease. While I believe the department 
is kept better informed than heretofore of the removal of patients 
from one building or apartment to another, many patients still vacate 
premises without notification to the department, and consequently 
no disinfection is done. If funds were available to enable the depart- 
ment to employ inspectors to visit at more or less regular intervals 
the homes of all patients reported as having tuberculosis, the removal 
of any such patient would be promptly discovered and the necessary 
disinfection arranged for. The one inspector, who is a graduate 
nurse, appointed to visit homes where tuberculosis patients reside, 
is doing good work along this line, instructing these persons in home 
and personal hygiene. 

Pellagra. — During the calendar year 1915, 22 cases of pellagra were 
reported, 6 being white and 16 colored. Five of the white and 11 of 
the colored patients died. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1916, 8 cases were reported, as against 
11 cases for the corresponding period of last year. 

Leprosy. — There were no new cases of leprosy reported during the 
calendar year 1915, nor during the first six months of the year 1916. 
The department still has one case of leprosy under its care. It seems 
a gross injustice to burden the District with the expenses of caring 
for this patient when he was not a resident of the District and has no 
claim on it. Every effort has been made by the health department 
to be relieved of this burden, but without success. 

Acute anterior 'poliomyelitis. — During the calendar year 1915, 6 cases 
of poliomyelitis were reported, with 2 deaths. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1916, 2 cases were reported, while dur- 
ng the corresponding period of last year 1 case was reported.

DISINFECTING SERVICE. 

During the fiscal year 1916, 2,041 premises were disinfected for the 
following diseases: Diphtheria, 498; scarlet fever, 490; smallpox, 7: 
tuberculosis, 1,025; epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis, 7; typhoid 
ferer, 7; anterior poliomyelitis, 5; erysipelas, 1; pneumonia, 1. 

The following articles were disinfected at the disinfecting station: 
Blankets, 56; bolsters, 5; books, 1,020; cushions, 30; feather beds, 
5; matting, 3; portieres, 7; pillows, 125; quilts, 43; rugs, 39; mat- 
tresses, 63; total, 1,396. 

The necessity for terminal fumigation after infectious diseases is 
being carefully considered. 

I am of the opinion that terminal fumigation is not so essential 
as it has heretofore been supposed, and I believe it might be discon- 
tinued in the District without detriment to the health of the com- 
munity. I prefer, however, before recommending such a radical 
change to ascertain the experience of other cities. 

PUBLIC CREMATORY. 

During the fiscal year 1915-16 569 bodies were cremated, 150 of 
adults, 161 of infants, and 258 of stillborn children. The total cost 
of maintaining the crematory for the fiscal year 1916, including 
personal repairs, supplies, etc., was $1,824.17. 

Estimating the bodies of 161 infants as equivalent to 13 adult 
bodies, and excluding stillborn children altogether, an equivalent of 
163 adult bodies were cremated. Figured on 163 adult bodies, the 
cost of cremation for an adult body was $11.13. Fees collected 
for private cremation during the fiscal year amounted to $965. 
Deducting this amount from the total cost of maintenance, the net 
cost to the Government for the maintenance of the crematory was 
$859.17, and the cost of cremating each adult body required to be 
buried at public expense was $5.27. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I again renew my recommendations for a water main to provide 
fire protection for the smallpox hospital, and a new stable at the 
same institution. The water main is urgently needed. The only 
fire protection afforded at the present time is a fire hydrant located 
about 1,200 feet away and two or three small fire extinguishers dis- 
tributed throughout the building. The present so-called stable is a 
disgrace, and should be replaced by a suitable structure without 
further delay.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF FOOD INSPECTOR. 

July 25, 1916. 

Dr. William C. Woodward, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operations of the food-inspection service during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1916. 

Dairy farms. — A comparative statement showing the number and 
location of dairy farms from which milk is sold in the District of 
Columbia, the number of cattle on such farms, and the frequency of 
farm inspections, for the fiscal years 1915 and 1916, is submitted. 
(See p. 24.) There was an increase during the latter year of 75 in 
the number of dairy farms registered and an increase of 2,644 in the 
number of dairy cattle. 

In November, 1915, Dr. U, R. Ashworth, who previous to that 
date was detailed to a single dairy-farm inspection district, was 
assigned to general field work, for the purpose of creating more uni- 
formity in inspection and to harmonize the work of the several 
inspectors. So far as the work has gone the result has been good. 

The only manner in which the assignment can be treated as a 
detriment is in the lack of a large increase in the number of inspec- 
tions of farms. This is due to the fact that the supervising inspector 
has made a great number of inspections in company with the regular 
inspectors, and such inspections could, of course, be credited to but 
the one inspector. 

Tuberculin testing. — Fifteen thousand one hundred and ninety-nine 
cattle on the farms producing milk for sale in the District were 
reported as having been officially tuberculin tested during the year. 
Of the cattle reported, 14,583 passed, 533 reacted, and 83 were 
regarded as suspicious. Several of those reported as suspicious were 
retested and passed. Reports from those herds which are regularly 
tested are still gratifying in that practically no reactions are now 
noted. 

Of the 1,184 cattle in the District of Columbia which were tuber- 
culin tested during the fiscal year, which include all cattle, whether 
producing milk for sale or not, only 11 reacted, and only 2 were 
regarded as suspicious. The percentage of tuberculous cattle in this 
District appears to be therefore approximately 1.1. 

Inoculation tests for tuberculosis. — By means of guinea-pig inocula- 
tion, living tubercle bacilli were found in the milk from two dairy 
herds shipping milk into this District for sale. The sale of milk from 
these herds was immediately stopped, and permission to sell milk 
was denied until the cattle were demonstrated to be free from tuber- 
culosis by the application of an official tuberculin test. This test 
was anphed to each herd, and at the time of such test none of the 
animals showed a typical reaction. To one herd a second tuberculin 
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lest was applied 60 days after the date of the first test, and no reactors 
were reported. One animal in this herd was regarded as suspicious 
and was slaughtered. The veterinarian who applied the test re- 
ported that he was present at the slaughter of the animal and made a 
post-mortem examination of the carcass, but found no lesions of 
tuberculosis. In the other case it was ascertained that two cows 
which were in the milking herd when the samples were procured for 
inoculation were shortly thereafter sold to a cattle dealer, because 
the owner thought that their periods of usefulness had ended. When 
the cattle remaining on the farm were subjected to the tuberculin 
test, all passed. In view of these facts, milk from both farms was 
allowed again to be sold in this District. 

Dairies. — There was a decrease in the number of inspections of 
dairies during this year. This was in part due to the occasional 
detail to clerical work of the inspector assigned to the inspection of 
dairies. This detail has been necessary in order to keep properly 
the records of the food-inspection service. The number of licensed 
dairies in the District has decreased about one-fourth during the last 
year, the tendency being apparently toward concentrating retail 
milk distribution in the hands of a few. 

Approximately 8,000 milk cans being returned to producers of milk 
were examined during the year. Of this number 356 were tagged so 
as to notify the owners that such cans were not suitable for the pur- 
pose for which they were being used. Invariably this tagging re- 
sulted in the discontinuance of the use of the cans for shipping milk. 

Inspection of markets, groceries, and other places where foods are 
prepared for sale and sold. — There was an increase in the number of 
inspections of places of this character during the year. However, 
the results from these inspections would, in my opinion, be far more 
valuable to the community if the health department had authority 
to prevent the establishment or continuance of markets, grocery 
stores, etc., whenever the premises are from a sanitary standpoint 
unsuitable for the business. 

Inspection of slaughterhouses. — There are 21 slaughterhouses in 
the District of Columbia, and these were examined 307 times. There 
were inspected at the time of slaughter: Cattle, 51; sheep, 707; 
calves, 887; and hogs, 79. The carcass of one of the cattle was found 
to be unfit for food and was denatured with oil. 

Communicable diseases of animals. — Two cases of hog cholera were 
discovered, both fatal. 

Eighteen dogs and five cats were reported to the health department 
as rabid or suspected of being rabid. In the cases of six dogs and 
one cat the diagnosis of rabies were confirmed by post-mortem 
findings of the Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Department 
of Agriculture. For a detailed report on this disease, see page 17. 

Recommendations. — I have the honor to recommend that an addi- 
tional section to the regulations for the government of dairies and 
dairy farms be reeommended to the commissioners, to require as 
follows: On and after July 1, 1917, all cattle on any dairy farm on 
which milk is produced for sale in the District of Columbia shall be 
free from tuberculosis, as demonstrated by the application of an 
official tuberculin test. The test to be applied once each year, or as 
often as the health officer may deem it necessary. 
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It is further recommended that said regulations be amended so as 
to provide that no milk or cream be brought or sent into the District 
of Columbia for sale, or for manufacture, or be sold, stored, held for 
sale, or offered for sale in this jurisdiction, unless said milk or cream 
be kept at a temperature not exceeding 50° F., and that no utensils 
or pails used to receive the milk as secreted from the udder of the 
cow shall have an uncovered opening at the top exceeding 7 inches 
in diameter. 

With further reference to the paragraph " Inspection of markets, 
groceries, etc., it is recommended that section 12a of an ordinance 
to prevent the sale of unwholesome food in the District of Columbia 
be amended so as to provide that no market, store, or stall, where food 
is offered for sale and sold, shall be established, maintained, or 
continued without a certificate from the health officer that the 
premises are in a sanitary condition and suited to the conduct of 
such business. 

Additional clerical force is urgently needed in this branch of the 
service. At this time a food inspector is assigned to keep the records 
for the service, and the task is greater than one man can accomplish 
in the usual working day. I therefore recommend that additional 
help be requested. 

The automobile furnished for the use of the health department 
has been assigned to this service for a part of each working day. 
The result of its use may be readily estimated by a perusal of the 
records of this service during the period since the automobile was 
furnished and comparing it with a similar record covering a corres- 
ponding period for the preceding years.

Fifty-eight and fourteen one-hundredths per cent of the samples 
of water from wells of dairy farms showed no evidence of pollution, 
9.30 per cent were classed as suspicious, and 32.56 per cent were con- 
demned. From private wells, 61.53 per cent showed no evidence of 
injurious contamination, 14.10 per cent were classed as suspicious, 
and 24.37 per cent were condemned. From public wells, 93.75 per 
cent were found to be free from pollution, none were classed as sus- 
picious, while 6.25 per cent were condemned. 

From public-school wells, no evidence of pollution was found in 
any instance. 

MISCELLANEOUS ANALYSES. 

Butter. — During the year 65 samples sold as butter were purchased 
in lunch rooms and restaurants by inspectors of this department. 
As a result of the analysis of the samples 4 were found to be oleomar- 
garine. Prosecution was instituted in each of these cases, but, owing 
to the death of the chemist, Dr. Lynch, while the cases were still 
pending, a nolle-prosequi was entered in each instance. One sample 
of renovated butter was correctly labeled 

Bread. — Fifty-five samples of bread were purchased and submitted 
to analysis in order to determine whether calcium sulphate, commonly 
known as plaster of Paris, or gypsum, had been added in the process 
of baking. Within recent years several processes in which lime salts 
are used in the baking of bread have been either patented or advo- 
cated. The "Arkady" process, invented by Prof. R. K. Duncan, is 
one of these. "Catalys" or "Katalys" powder is such a prepara- 
tion. It is claimed for these products that the lime and ammonium 
compounds which they contain serve as "food for the yeast," thus 
preventing the yeast from "devouring" the gluten. As a result, it 
is alleged, a lighter, more porous loaf is obtained. In addition, the 
slight increase in the proportion of calcuim salts present is claimed 
as an advantage not possessed by bread made in the ordinary manner. 

In order to determine whether such preparations were being used 
in the baking of the bread purchased, the following determinations 
were made on each sample submitted: Weight, volume, specific vol- 
ume, cubic inches in 1 pound of bread, moisture, total ash, salt, 
salt-free ash, calcium sulphate, calcium sulphate in salt-free ash, 
ammonia. As a result of these determinations, no evidence that 
calcium sulphate was being added in the process of baking was ob- 
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tained. The acidity of each sample was also determined. Tests for 
alum were negative in each case. 

Candy. — Seventy- two samples of candy were examined for the 
presence of mineral fillers, poisonous dyes, metallic poisons, and harm- 
ful artificial flavors. None were found. 

Grape juice. — Twenty-seven samples of grape juice were examined 
to determine if preservatives, added water, or added sugar, without 
proper labeling to show this, was present. No adulterants were 
found. 

Hair tonic. — Thirty-six samples of hair tonic were analyzed to 
determine if methyl alcohol was present. None was found. Four 
samples were found to be misbranded because of erroneous statements 
on the label of the alcohol contents. After hearings had been held, 
action was suspended in each case. 

Toilet water.— Oi the 53 samples of toilet water examined, all were 
found to be free from methyl alcohol. 

Tincture of iodine. — Of the 11 samples of tincture of iodine an- 
alyzed, 1 was found to be deficient in iodine and potassium iodide and 
to contain methyl alcohol. Prosecution was instituted in this in- 
stance. The case is now pending. 

Olive oil. — The 17 samples examined were found to be free from 
adulterants. 

Lard. — One hundred and seventy-seven samples of lard were exam- 
ined during the year. Of these, 147 were found to be free from adul- 
terants, while 30 contained cottonseed oil, beef stearin, or both. In 
3 cases the samples were properly labeled. Twenty-seven cases were 
referred for prosecution. In each of two instances a nolle-prosequi 
was entered because of the conditions of sale, while 25 cases are still 
ponding. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that a number of lard 
cases referred for prosecution during the fiscal year 1915 are still 
pending. I feel that it is a waste of public funds to purchase and 
analyze these samples if the cases of violation of the law disclosed 
by such analyses are to be buried. 

Maple sirup and maple sugar. — Of the 10 samples of maple sirup 
examined, 1 was found to contain cane sirup without mention of the 
fact on the label. Action was suspended in this case because the 
sample purchased was the only one of its kind in stock, and the others 
were properly labeled. The 7 samples of cane and maple sirup 
analyzed were all found to be properly labeled. 

Five samples of maple sugar and two of cane and maple sugar were 
all found to bo free from adulterants and properly labeled. 

Other miscellaneous samples. — Among the other miscellaneous sam- 
ples examined during the year were the following: Blackberries sus- 
pected to contain preservatives; none found. Disinfectants for the 
contagious disease service. Three samples of ice cream and one of 
ice cream cones, for poisonous substances ; none found. One sample 
of extract of vanilla, found to be an imitation made from vanillin, 
coumarin, glycerine, sugar, alcohol, water, and colored with caramel! 
The vendor, an ignorant colored man, had evidently been misled by 
supply houses, and on correctly labeling his preparation no action 
was taken by tins department. Four samples of granulated sugar 
all found free from adulterants. One sample of honey was founof to 
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be " honey dew." One sample of coffee, suspected to contain chicory, 
was found to be free from this adulterant. Samples of ice, walnuts, 
flour, sausage, shaving lotion, pork and beans, and loganberry juice 
were also examined. 

SANITARY INSPECTION. 

During the year the laboratory cooperated with the sanitary inspec- 
tion service in the investigation of the ventilation of mercantile and 
industrial establishments. In each instance it was possible to dem- 
onstrate the deficiency or inefficiency of the ventilation systems and 
the need for improvement. In every. case the conditions found were 
either remedied or attempts are now being made to remedy them. 

In the case of a large cold-storage plant which makes its own gas 
for power uses, foul-smelling and irritating gases were washed from 
the scrubbers into the sewers. Some of these fumes found their 
way into an apartment house two blocks from the plant and com- 
plaint was made to the sewer department. The sanitary inspection 
service was consulted and finally the laboratory was asked to suggest 
a remedy. The plant was inspected and the laboratory suggested 
a simple, inexpensive remedy. As a result there has been to date 
no recurrence of the nuisance since the remedial measures were 
adopted over four months ago. 

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Beer. — Of the 16 samples of beer, or liquids suspected to be beer, 
submitted by the police department, 12 were found to contain more 
than 2 per cent, by weight, of absolute alcohol. In one of the five 
cases represented by the above-mentioned samples a fine of $250 
for violation of the excise law was imposed, while the other four 
cases are pending. 

Whisky. — A sample of whisky suspected to contain a poisonous 
powder was analyzed, with the result that the powder was found to 
consist of charcoal. 

Clothing and bed clothing. — None of these 4 articles of clothing con- 
tained bloodstains or powder marks. 

Liquids suspected to contain alcohol.— One of these samples con- 
tained 96 per cent ethyl alcohol by volume; another contained 88.20 
per cent absolute alcohol by volume. The third sample contained 
no alcohol, but proved to be a mixture of water and oil of cloves. 

Blackberry cordial. — A sample of blackberry cordial which had 
been sent by a husband as a present to his wife was analyzed and 
found to contain 413 grains of arsenic and 43 grains of barium car- 
bonate. The sender was apprehended and was indicted by the 
grand jury. The case is now pending. 

Jelly. — Samples of jelly and of soup which had been sent to a sick 
man by a solicitous friend were analyzed. The jelly was found to 
contain broken glass and the soup contained one-sixth grain of 
arsenic. The sender was indicted by the grand jury and the case 
is pending. 

Powder. — A sample of powder suspected to contain poison was 
found to consist solely of powdered licorice root. 

"Stink bombs." — These were found to consist of glass ampoules 
containing an aqueous solution of ammonium sulphide, free ammonia, 
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and a red coloring matter. As can be imagined, when such an 
ampoule is broken in a public place, the name by which these devices 
are popularly designated is well earned. The police department is 
endeavoring to find a way to prosecute the persons amusing them- 
selves in the above manner. 

Residue in jars. — The residues remaining in five earthenware jars 
in which it is alleged hydrocyanic gas had been generated to disin- 
fect an apartment, as a result of which one person was killed, were 
submitted for analysis. The residues were found to consist of 
sodium acid sulphate, free sulphuric acid, and traces of salts of iron, 
arsenic, and aluminum. No positive tests from cyanides, hydro- 
cyanic acid, or other cyanogen compounds were obtained. The 
defendant has been indicted by the grand jury and the case is 
pending. 

Pigeon. — Th,e internal organs of a pigeon, which, it is alleged, had 
been poisoned, were analyzed. No poisonous substance was found. 

Examinations in re violations of act regulating the practice of phar- 
macy. — Among the samples submitted by the inspector of pharmacy 
were the following: 

Four disinfectants found to contain cresols, and one concentrated 
Bordeaux mixture. The results of the analyses are to be used as 
evidence against the dealers, who failed to properly label the packages. 
The cases are pending. 

Two samples of roup remedy were found to contain copper sul- 
phate, without proper labeling. The defendant in this case pleaded 
guilty and his personal bonds were taken. 

One sample of Epsom salts, not labeled, and a bottle of calomel 
tablets, sold by a grocer, were analyzed. The defendant was fined 
$10 in the latter case, and $5 in the former. 

A sample purchased as "essence of pepsin" in a local drug store 
by a person who was later made ill by taking some of it, was analyzed 
and found to be chloroform liniment. This case is now pending. 

Two powders suspected to be heroin were found to consist solely 
of quinine bisulphate. 

A sample of so-called 1 'voodoo" medicine was found to consist qf 
senna leaves and manna, a popular cathartic combination. 

A sample of household ammonia, improperly labeled, was analyzed. 
The case is pending. 

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE PURCHASING OFFICER. 

Oleomargarine. — Six samples of oleomargarine and one of butter, 
on which bids had been submitted, were examined and the purchasing 
officer advised of the results of the analyses. A detailed statement of 
the results of these analyses has been made elsewhere. 

Gasoline. — Nine samples of gasoline were submitted for analysis to 
determine whether they complied with the specifications of the Dis- 
trict government. One sample failed to meet the requirements. 

It is unfortunate that the laboratory was without the services of 
an assistant for more than three months, as some important work 
could not be completed. It is hoped that this will be accomplished 
during the ensuing year. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That an appropriation of $1,500 be requested for the mainte- 
nance of the laboratory, for the purchase of supplies, chemicals, appa- 
ratus, for replacement of worn-out and obsolescent, material, ana for 
the purchase of scientific books, periodicals, etc. 

The scope of the laboratory is increasing. Greater and more varied 
demands are being made on it. New methods of analysis are being 
developed. All these require the purchase of new apparatus and 
reagents so that the laboratory may do its work properly. 

The enormous increase in the prices of chemicals, apparatus, and 
sundries due to the European war makes it impossible to operate the 
laboratory efficiently on the present appropriation. Some materials 
have advanced from 100 to 1,000 per cent. Phenol, glycerin, sul- 
phuric and nitric acids, the hydroxide and salts of potassium, bromine, 
mercury, organic chemicals of all kinds have increased enormously 
in price. The cost of apparatus, glassware, porcelain ware, metallic 
ware, wire, rubber tubing, electrical apparatus has advanced enor- 
mously. When it is realized that all of the above are needed in order 
that the laboratory may render efficient service, the urgent need for 
the above appropriation is at once apparent. 

2. That an appropriation of $250 be requested for the purchase 
and installation of stone table tops and troughs. 

The present wooden table tops and wooden troughs are sadly 
dilapidated and beyond satisfactory repair. They really spoil the 
appearance of the laboratory and interfere with satisfactory work. 
The table tops are so badly warped that it is practically impossible 
to find a perfectly level surface on them. This is essential in order 
that apparatus for many determinations may be set up properly. 
The troughs are continually leaking, causing damage to the drawers, 
cupboards and their contents, and also compelling intermittent 
repairs and interruptions to the use of the steam bath and some of the 
condensers. All this interferes with the efficiency of the laboratory. 
Stone table tops and troughs will solve this problem, will prove more 
sanitary, and will do away with the annoyance, inconvenience, and 
interruption to the work of the laboratory. 

The granting of the above request will enable the laboratory force 
to perform more and better work. 

3. That the salary of the assistant chemist be increased to $1, 500 
per annum. Numerous arguments for this increase have been made 
in the past. An additional, potent argument has recently presented 
itself. After extensive newspaper and other advertising of the exam- 
ination for this position held May 31, 1916, only two candidates passed 
the examination, and one of these refused the position when offered 
him. It is apparent, therefore, that the present salary, $1,200, is 
insufficient. 

4. That the salary of the skilled laborer be increased to $840 per 
annum and his title changed to laboratory helper. The present 
incumbent has done very satisfactory work, relieving the chemist and 
his assistant of much of the routine. His work is really that of a 
laboratory helper and it is recommended that his title be so changed. 
He has completed half of his chemical course at a local university and 
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is consequently of greater value to this department. The fact that 
he secured a higher rating on the examination for assistant chemist 
than men of longer experience and of higher educational training, is 
an indication of his value to the laboratory. It is earnestly requested 
that this increase be granted. 

I can not close this report without mention of the death of Dr. 
Robert L. Lynch, chemist of this department, on March 26, 1916. 
Dr. Lynch had served this department as chemist for 11 years and 
as assistant chemist and in other capacities for 7 years. From close 
association with him from 1909 to the time of his death, I had learned 
to respect him as a conscientious, earnest, and efficient public servant, 
a resourceful chemist, a thorough, painstaking analyst, and a kind 
and considerate adviser and friend. Many of those qualifications 
which have been deemed worthy by my superior officers to entitle 
me to succeed him as chemist have been developed through his patient 
forbearance, his valued advice, the skill and ease with which he 
clarified the many knotty problems arising in the laboratory, and 
the careful training obtained as his assistant. His death is a distinct 
and severe loss to this department and to the District of Columbia.

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit the annual report relative to 
the operations of the bureau of sanitary inspection during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1916. Tables showing the work done during the 
year named appear on pages 72 and 73. 

The working force of the bureau of sanitary inspection, exclusive 
of the inspectors provided for the enforcement of the eight-hour law 
for females, was organized the same as the last fiscal year, as follows: 
One chief sanitary inspector, $1,800; 8 inspectors, at $1,200; 2 inspect- 
ors, at $1,000; 2 inspectors at $900; total force, 13, and total salaries, 
$15,200.

Violations of laws and regulations for the prevention and abatement 
of nuisances were reported in 11,119 instances. Action was taken 
to correct the conditions found, and 10,698 cases were corrected prior 
to the close of the fiscal year. The difference, 421, represents the 
number of cases for which notices were out. 
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Informations were filed in the police court against 185 persons, 
charging violations of the laws and regulations relating to the public 
health, exclusive of the smoke law. These cases were disposed of as 
follows: Nolle-prosequi was entered in 113 cases; 7 cases were dis- 
missed ; personal bonds were taken in 28 cases ; collaterals forfeited in 
2 cases; and fines were imposed in 10 cases. There were 25 cases 
pending at close of fiscal year. The amount of fines and collaterals 
was S54. The same system prevailed during this year as has pre- 
vailed during the last two fiscal years in respect to the assistant 
corporation counsel entering a nolle-prosequi and disposed of such 
cases because the nuisances for the maintenance for which the 
defendants were charged had been abated before the cases were 
called for trial, although after the cases had been submitted for 
prosecution. Inspectors' time spent in the police court amounted to 
35} working days. 

Under the assessment system, 233 notices were served on non- 
resident owners for the abatement of nuisances on property owned by 
them in the District of Columbia. In all but six cases such nuisances 
were abated by the owners without the necessity for further action 
by the commissioners. In six of these cases in which the abatement 
was not done by the owners, the District caused the necessary work 
to be done at a cost of $50.20, which was assessed as a tax against 
the property upon which the nuisances had existed. 

Printing offices. — During the year 394 inspections were made of 
printing offices, an average frequency of three and one-half times for 
each office. Particular attention was paid to composing rooms, with 
the result that all melting pots connected with typesetting machines 
were piped in a manner that permitted all fumes arising from these 
melting pots to be carried to the outer air. In many instances better 
natural light was provided and a noticeable improvement was made 
in the basement, walls, and ceilings of the shops, and better toilet 
facilities provided. The common drinking cups and the common 
towels were dispensed with. The larger portion of these inspections 
were made by ond inspector. 

Registration of stables, barber shopts, laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon 
houses and sewage-disposal systems. — There were registered during the 
year 150 stables, 248 barber shops, 30 laundries, 487 privies, 145 fowl 
and pigeon houses, and 2 sewage-disposal systems, as shown below:

During the year a review was made of the register of box privies 
existing in the District, and it was found that 63 more privies existed 
at the close of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1915, than had been 
reported. 
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Stables. — During the year 735 inspections of stables were made and 
162 nuisances discovered, The average frequency of inspection of 
each stable was three-tenths time. The larger portion of these in- 
spections were made by one inspector. A marked improvement 
was made in the maintenance and construction of stables during the 
year. With the limited number of inspectors at the disposal of the 
department it was impossible to have a systematic patrol made of all 
stables during the year. 

Barber shops. — During the year 1,161 inspections of barber shops 
were made, an average frequency of one and three tenths times for 
each barber shop. The regulations governing the maintenance of 
barber shops by the owners and managers thereof are being complied 
with generally. 

Laundries. — Inspections of laundries during the year numbered 
755. On account of the limited number of inspectors at the disposal 
of the department, it was necessary to curtail the systematic inspec- 
tion of laundries. I have, in my report of annual estimates for the 
year ended June 30, 1917, recommended that four additional in- 
spectors be provided. Until additional inspectors are provided, it 
will be impossible for the department to maintain a systematic in- 
spection of laundries. The steam laundries are being maintained in a 
very good sanitary condition, and improvement is noticeable in the 
places for washing maintained by individual washerwomen and 
washermen. 

Privies. — On June 30, 1916, there were registered in the District 
approximately 2,678 privies, of which, however, only 117 were within 
the city of Washington or in the suburbs adjacent thereto. Four 
hundred and eighty-seven permits were issued to maintain privies 
during the year, 114 privies were abolished under notice served by 
the department, 4 were abolished by the operation of the board for 
the condemnation of insanitary buildings, and 42 were abolished for 
other causes. 

There were 2,425 inspection of privies, equivalent to each privy 
inspected eight-tenths time during the year. 

In 19 cases in which privies were located upon land belonging to 
nonresidents the inspector of plumbing, engineer department, was 
requested to have the necessary sewer and water connections made 
under the assessment system, so that the box privies might be re- 
moved. At the close of the fiscal year, 17 of the premises had been 
so connected. Thirty-seven permits for the maintenance of privies 
temporarily during building operations or other construction work 
were issued. 

Weeds. — Seven hundred and six notices were served during the 
year under the provisions of the weed law, of which 81 were notices 
under the assessment system. In each instance the nonresident 
owner caused the weeds to be cut and removed from the property. 
■No attention was given to the enforcement of the weed law except 
upon complaint. As stated in my last report, in the absence of 
a special force for the enforcement of the law it is impossible to enforce 
it in any substantial manner. Provisions should be made for the 
enforcement of the law in a substantial manner or the law should be 
repealed. 

Smoke inspection. — The following statement shows the work of the 
sanitary inspector detailed to the enforcement of the smoke law. 
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During the year five cases were reported by the police officers, with 
results as follows: In one case a $10 fine was imposed; in three cases 
the plant having a good record for a considerable period of time, 
cautionary letters were mailed to the managers, for the purpose of 
putting them on their guard in the future management of their plants.

Assign men te.— During the year sanitary inspectors were detailed 
for duty in the clerical service amounting to 18^ days. One clerk 
was detailed from the clerical service to work in the sanitary service, 
amounting to 3 J days. Sanitary inspectors detailed to the food 
service amounted to 38£ days. There were no food inspectors de- 
tailed to the sanitary service during the year. 

Contagious-disease service. — The sanitary inspection force was 
again assigned to perform duty in the contagious-disease service 
during the year. These duties consisted of placarding houses for scarlet 
fever and diphtheria, and gathering histories of all reported cases of 
these diseases and of typhoid fever. The time consumed by them in 
performing this work was 85J working days. 

Registration of vital statistics. — When an infant is born in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and dies during the first year of life, the birth rec- 
ords are searched to ascertain whether the birth has or has not been 
reported. If the birth has not been reported, an investigation is 
made to determine whose duty it was to make the report, so that the 
report may be obtained and action taken to prevent further derelic- 
tion. The making of such investigations is assigned to the sanitary 
inspection force. During the year 80 cases were investigated, involv- 
ing the expenditure by the sanitary inspection force of approximately 
6| working days for the purpose of procuring the better registration 
of births. 

Eight-hour female labor law inspections. — This service was organized 
the same as last year, which is as follows: One male and two female 
inspectors, at $1,200 each, and one clerk at $900; total, four employ- 
ees; total salaries, $4,500. This service is under the personal direc- 
tion of the chief sanitary inspector.

There were G cases pending in the police court for violation of law 
regulating the hours of labor of females at the close of the preceding 
fiscal year, and violations were reported in 23 instances during the 
year just ended. These 23 violations were referred to the corpora- 
tion counsel for prosecution in the police court. These cases were 
disposed of as follows: In 3 cases a nolle prosequi was entered, in 3 
cases personal bonds were taken, and fines imposed in 10 cases. 
Five cases were dismissed, and there were 8 cases pending at the close 
of the fiscal year. The amount of fines was $185. 

The case of Susan H. Hotchkiss v. The District of Columbia, pend- 
ing in the court of appeals at the beginning of the year, was decided 
November 1, 1915 (44 D. C. Appeals, 73), in favor of the District. 

Overtime. — In performing their duties during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1916, the sanitary inspectors, exclusive of the supervising 
officer, worked 1,247 hours overtime, equal to 178 working days. 
This work was done without hope of compensation. 

Recommendations. — I have the honor to renew my previous recom- 
mendations that provisions be made for the collection and disposal of 
manure in this District, such collection and disposal to be under the 
supervision of the District authorities; that some provision be made 
that will enable the health department to enforce in a substantial 
manner the act to cause the removal of weeds from lands in the city 
of Washington, D. C; and that the act for the prevention of smoke 
in the District, and for other purposes, approved February 2, 1899, be 
amended so as to include railway locomotives and steamboats in the 
harbor.

Ordered, That, under the provisions of section 7 of the act of Con- 
gress approved June 19, 1878, entitled "An act to create a revenue in 
the District of Columbia by levying a tax upon all dogs therein, to 
make such dogs personal property, and for other purposes," the com- 
missioners hereby give notice that every dog in the District of Co- 
lumbia shall, for a period of one year from and after the 10th instant, 
wear a good and substantial muzzle, securely put on, so as to prevent 
it from biting or snapping, and any dog going at large during said 
period, without such muzzle, shall be taken up by the poundmaster 
and impounded.

No person shall put any beverage, food, ice cream, or simi- 
lar article, preserves, condiment, or flavoring extract or sirup, into 
any cup, mug, glass, jar, can, bottle, or other receptacle not provided 
by the purchaser, for sale, unless the same has been thoroughly 
cleansed before such filling and that is clean at the time thereof ; nor, 
after July 1, 1916, unless to the knowledge of the person filling the 
same, said cup, mug, glass, jar, can, bottle, or other receptacle has 
been sterilized by hot water or by steam since last used. No person 
shall knowingly have in his custody or possession for sale any cup, 
mug, glass, jar, can, bottle, or other receptacle filled in violation of 
these regulations. 
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Sec. 3. No person shall maintain any hotel, restaurant, lunch 
room, eating place, barroom, saloon, soda-water fountain, or other 
place where food or drink is sold for consumption on the premises;

VITAL STATISTICS. 

Washington, D. C, September 30, 1916. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith an analysis of the vital 
statistics of the District of Columbia for the calendar year 1915, and 
of the first six months of the calendar year 1916, with various tables 
pertaining thereto. 

Vital statistics are becoming more and more useful as a means of 
conserving public health, as greater accuracy is obtained in their 
compilation and greater uniformity in the classification and nomen- 
clature of disease. They are dependent upon complete and accurate 
enumeration of population and its classification according to age, 
sex, occupation, and topographic distribution. The population of 
the District of Columbia, according to the census taken in the fall 
of 1915 under the direction of the major and superintendent of the 
police, was 357,749.

On the other hand, deaths due to puerperal conditions were 16 'ess 
than in 1914; deaths due to diseases of the skin and cellular tissues 
were 4 less; and deaths due to disease incident to advanced age were 
10 less. 

Disease of the heart. — Organic heart disease caused more deaths 
during 1915 than any other one disease. This was the case for the 
previous two years also. These have passed ahead of pulmonary 
tuherculosis, which for so many years was the leading cause of deaths 
hi the District. Seven hundred and thirty-one deaths were charged 
to organic heart disease, of which 498 were white and 233 colored. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis comes next to organic heart disease in im- 
portance, with 698 deaths. The white deaths were 296 and the col- 
ored 402. If to deaths due to pulmonary tuherculosis we add those 
due to other forms of this disease the total reaches 775. 

Pneumonia. — There was an increase of 203 in the numher of deaths 
due to all forms of pneumonia during 1915 as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Six hundred and seventy-one died from this disease, 
333 white and 338 colored, as against 468 (242 white and "6 colored) 
for 1914 

Chrome nephritis (Bright' s disease) is another important factor in 
the death rate of the District. , There were 613 deaths recorded dur- 
ing 1915, 25 more than in 1914. The whites numhered 392 and the 
colored 221 
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Diarrhea < ml enteritis. — The total number of deaths from these 
causes during 1915 was 225, an increase of 26 over 1914. One hun- 
dred and sixty-seven decedents were infants less than 2 years of age. 
The following tabular statement of deaths and death rates shows a 
very material improvement in bowel trouble among infants during the 
past 15 years:

Scarlet fever caused 8 deaths during the year, 7 white and 1 colored. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-nine deaths were recorded against this dis- 
ease, 22 white and 7 colored, as against 31 (white 24, colored 7) during 
the year 1914. 

Typhoid fever. — There were 42 deaths from typhoid fever during 
1915 (20 white and 22 colored). During 1914 there were 45 deaths. 

Ra ilroad accideri.s. — Deaths due to steam or street railroad injuries 
numbered 17, a decrease from 1914 of 7. Five white. people were 
killed by the various steam roads in the District, while 10 whites and 
2 colored met death from accidents connected with street railroads. 

Automobile accidents. — Sixteen deaths were due to automobiles, 2 
less than in the year 1914. 

Other accidents. — One hundred and ninety-four deaths due to acci- 
dents and negligence, in addition to those mentioned above, occurred 
during 1915, as against 173 for the previous year. 

Homicides. — There were 38 homicides during 1915. During 1914 
there were 29. 

Suicides. — Eighty-seven persons committed suicide during 1915, of 
whom 76 were white and 11 colored. During 1914 there were 67 — 
white 59 and colored 8. Twenty-sev€fn (25 white and 2 colored) used 
illuminating gas, 23 (20 white and 3 colored) used firearms, 7 (6 white 
and 1 colored) drowned themselves; 5, all whites, committed suicide 
by hanging; 1 white and 1 colored by the use of cutting instruments; 
2 whites by jumping from high places and 1 white by an electrical 
shock. Of those who committed suicide by means of poisons, 8, all 
white, used bichloride of mercury; 8 (5 whites and 3 eolored) used 
carbolic acid ; 1 white died from ammonia; 1 from arsenic, and 1 from 
strychnine, and 1 colored used an insecticide. As to the ages of 
those who died by suicide, 23 were between 20 and 29, 19 between 
30 and 39, 18 between 40 and 49, 13 between 50 and 59, 11 between 
60 and 69, and 3 between 70 and 79. Suicide among married people 
numbered 48, unmarried 24, widowed 3, and those whose marital con- 
dition was unknown 12. Persons who committed suicide and who

On the other hand, deaths due to puerperal conditions were 16 'ess 
than in 1914; deaths due to discuses of the skin and cellular tissues 
were 4 less; and deaths due to disease incident to advanced age were 
10 less. 

Disease of the heart. — Organic heart disease caused more deaths 
during 1915 than any other one disease. This was the case for the 
previous two years also. These have passed ahead of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, which for so many years was the leading cause of deaths 
in the District. Seven hundred and thirty-one deaths were charged 
to organic heart disease, of which 498 were white and 233 colored. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis comes next to organic heart disease in im- 
portance, with 698 deaths. The white deaths were 296 and the col- 
ored 402. If to deaths due to pulmonary tuherculosis we add those 
due to other forms of this disease the total reaches 775. 

Pneumonia. — There was an increase of 203 in the number of deaths 
due to all forms of pneumonia during 1915 as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Six hundred and seventy-one died from this disease, 
333 white and 338 colored, as against 4*68 (242 white and 226 colored) 
for 1914 

Chronic nephritis {Bright' s disease) is another important factor in 
the death rate of the District, , There were 613 deaths recorded dur- 
ing 1915, 25 more than in 1914. The whites numbered 392 and the 
colored 221 
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Diarrhea < nd enteritis. — The total number of deaths from these 
causes during 1915 was 225, an increase of 26 over 1914. One hun- 
dred and sixty-seven decedents were infants less than 2 years of age. 
The following tabular statement of deaths and death rates shows a 
very material improvement in bowel trouble among infants during the 
past 15 years:

As to the ages of 
those who died by suicide, 23 were between 20 and 29, 19 between 
30 and 39, 18 between 40 and 49, 13 between 50 and 59, 11 between 
60 and 69, and 3 between 70 and 79. Suicide among married people 
numbered 48, unmarried 24, widowed 3, and those whose marital con- 
dition was unknown 12. Persons who committed suicide and who 
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were born in the District numbered 14. Forty-five were born in 
other parts of the United States. Six were of foreign birth. Those 
whose nativity was not ascertained were 22. 

Births. — The number of live births registered during the calendar 
year 1915 was 7,067; of white children 4,872 and of colored 2,195. 
Physicians reported 6,463 and midwives 605. Seventy-four pahs of 
twins were born and two sets of triplets. Of the twins, 47 pairs 
were white and 27 colored. The honors with respect to triplets were 
equally divided between the two races. 

Stillbirths recorded during 1915 numbered 440 — 155 whites, 235 
colored, and 50 of unknown races.
